Ronald Reagan's landslide victory on No- 
vember 4th came as a surprise to most 
citizens across this country. Not one poll 
predicted the huge margin of defeat of the 
Democratic Presidential ticket, Carter- 
Mondale, by the Republican team of Rea- 
gan-Bush. Most called the election prior to 
Tuesday “‘too close to call’’. Obviously, the 
pollsters didn’t include several key factors. 

First, no one realized how strong the dis- 
satisfaction of the Carter administration 
really was. The voters voted their pocket- 
books and billfolds. Inflation was just too 
high to be acceptable. The entire economy 
was in a weakened state. Whether or not 
Carter was to blame didn’t make a differ- 
ence, he was serving as President and he 
was held responsible. Money speaks louder 
than words. These people may not have 
said who they were going to vote for, but 
they knew. 

Another big factor was the debate be- 
tween Carter and Reagan. Reagan ap- 
peared calm and collected in Cleveland that 
night. He was constantly defending him- 
self, but actually to his advantage. Carter’s 
entire campaign made Reagan the issue, 
presenting him as an old actor unfit for the 
presidency. At the debate, however, Rea-

gan had his chance to answer to all of Cart- 
er’s charges. The millions of undecided vot- 
ers who watched must have viewed Rea- 
gan as successful in his defense, and un- 
happy with Carter, pulled the switch for Mr. 
Reagan on election day. 

Nuclear proliferation was Carter’s best 
subject to ruin Reagan on. But at the de- 
bate, President Carter told millions of view- 
ers and listeners that his 13-year old 
daughter had advised him in making nuclear 
proliferation the most important issue. This 
made it seem trivial, lessening its impor- 
tance in the debate, and spoiling Carter's 
one good issue. 

The uprising of the hostage issue only 
proved to hurt Carter more than to help 
him. The headlines about the Iranian Crisis 
just before the election, only reminded vot- 
ers of the lowly state that America had 
been humbled to during the President’s 
term, thus further declining Carter’s popu- 
larity. 

All of these factors, plus a few minor 
ones, all combined for an impressive Re- 
publican sweep Tuesday at the polls. Then 
the nation had to sit through a lame-duck 
congress and a two and a half month transi- 
tion period.
